Many men prominent in the 
medical, profession have signified 
their, intention of attending the 
banquet. Sir Edward Beatty has 
consented to represent ' the Univer- 
sity, while Dr. A. T. Bazin will rep- 
resent the Faculty of Medicine. Al 
Smith, as head of the Executive 
Committee in charge of the ban- 
- Quet, will act .as chairman.^ ^ 
''' yforà hàs' just been' received that 
Jack Massicar and his New Carlton 
Hotel orchestra, who delighted 
thôse who attended the Medical 
Ball, has been engaged to supply 
the rhythm and music at the ban- 
quet. His typical Hawaiian . num- 
bers, intermingled with the latest 
dance tunes, are sure to please both 
old and young. 

Professor Horst Oertel, the title 
of whose address is "The Autopsy 
Table and the Emperor's New 
Bobes," has a long and varied 
career on which to call for, his ma- 
terial. One of his first posts was 
at Guy's Hospital in London. From 
there he went to Blackwell's Island 
in New York, where there was am- 
ple opportunity to procure good 
material with which to work. In 
1918 he came to McGill and since 
that time has occupied the Strath- 
cona Chair of Pathology here. Mc- 
Gill's reputation has been much' en- 
hanced by Professor Oertel's pre- 
sence here, both because of his dis- 
tinctive personality and his numer- 
ous publications. Several textbooks 
are credited to Professor Oertel, 
among which are two dealing with 
General Pathology and, most re 
cently, one dealing with Special 
Pathology. He has also published 
several monographs, the most fam 
ous of which is the one on Bright's 
disease, which has gained interna' 
tional recognition. 

PROFESSOR OERTEL SPEAKS. 

Bearing in mind this vast expert 
cnce and the ability which Profes- 
sor Oertel possesses as a lecturer, it 
is evident that his address will be 
something which will linger long 
in thé minds of those at the ban- 
quet . The rather provocative title 
has aroused a considerable amount 
of discussion among students and a 
number of opinions have been ad 
vanced as to the nature of the ad- 
dress. The most popular idea is 
that Professor Oertel will combine 
a certain amount of his philosophy 
so well known to his classes with 
his considerable medico-legal e.x 
perience and so fashion a superior 
lecture. 

Music for, the evening is in 
capable hands, as Jack Massicar 
never fails to content and amuse. 
Several surprises are promised in 
the skits to be presented by various 
groups of students. Well-known 
professors of the Medical School 
will probably find themselves tak 
ing part in operations and proce- 
dures which may seem a little out 
of order.

Dean of Faculty of Medicine 
Speaks Today on "Public , 
Health in Quebec" 



IITHEN the Social Problems Club 
meets today at S p.m. in 
Strathcona Hall, the guest speaker 
will be Dr. A. G. Fleming, Dean 
of The Faculty of Medicine, whose 
subject will be: "Public Health in 
the Province of Quebec." 

A member of the Montreal Board 
of Health, Dr. Fleming is said to 
be in an authoritative position to 
deal with the problem of health 
in this province. He is at present 
Head of the Department of Public 
Health and Preventitive Medicine, 
and is well-known in the city for 
his daily articles in the Montreal 
Daily Star. Dr. Fleming is also a 
member of the Canadian Public 
Health Association, and represents. 
Quebec in this organization. 

Dr. Fleming's address today is 
the second in a series of (discus- 
sions of social conditions in the 
province of Quebec; the first hav- 
ing been given two weeks ago .when 
Dr. E. C. Hughes, of the Depart- 
ment of Sociology, spoke on "Social 
and Economic Conditions in Que- 
bec," laying special stress on the 
dilemma of the agricultural French- 
Canadian who has been caught in 
the meshes of industrialization.

Well-known Pianist Gives 
Recital of Modern French 
Compositions Sunday 

jMEXT Sunday evening at 8.45 
o'clock, Miss Mary Munn, inter 
nationally known pianist, will give 
a recital at an Open House meeting 
of the Student Christian Movement. 
Miss Munn has decided to . play 
several selections from modern 
French composers, but since she is 
at present in Boston, it will not be 
knowç definitely until tomorrow 
what the program will be. 

This is an exceptional opportunity 
for students to hear one of the out- 
standing pianists of the day at a 
very moderate charge. The price of 
tickets for Sunday evening's recital 
is only thirty-five cents, whereas it 
is customary to pay as much as a 
dollar and . a half when Miss Munn 
plays before a city audience. Tick 
ets may be obtained at Strathcona 
Hall, or from any member of the 
committee in charge of the Open 
House. 

Wherever Miss Munn has played, 
the press has been unanimous in its 
praise of her style, in London, The 
Times commented: "Miss Munn has 
a quiet, persuasive style, which 
suited Bach's B flat Partita excel 
lently," while the Daily Telegraph 
said: "She belongs to a class of 
players who can always interest the 
listener, and — what is still rarer— 
by wholly legitimate means." The 
Montreal Daily Star's comment 
was: "She has considerable and 
well-developed gifts as a player and 
a good and clear technique, and she 
uses them always with reserve. and 
taste."

McGill University has an excel- 
lent reputation in both Canadian 
and American athletic circles. 1 
believe that this has in a large way 
been brought about by the wise ad- 
ministration of the Athletic Board. 
If I should be elected, I will try to 
co-operate in every way possible for 
the maintaining of this fine repu- 
tation. 

"In many universities inter-class 
and inter-faculty sports play a ma- 
jor part in the physical education 
and athletics of the students. In 
fact, in some colleges where inter- 
collegiate competition is financially 
impossible, intramural games offer 
the only 'athletic competition. 

I believe that at. present at Mc- 
Gill these games are ^ot sufficiently 
emphasized. In the majority of cases 
there is a decided lack of partici- 
pation and even of interest in inter- 
faculty or interclass games, Our 
lack of a gymnasium may possibly 
be responsible for some of this. 

It seems to me, however, that we 
should have an interfaculty sys- 
tem at McGill in which there would 
be participation by almost every 
student in the university. I believe 
that we should try to discover the 
reason for this lack of interest and 
participation, and on discovering it 
to remedy our present interfaculty 
organization.

Fôr the past two years the Stu- 
dents* Athletic Council has played 
a very prominent part in the ad- 
niinistration of Athletics at the Uni- 
versity. The three representatives 
from this Council have conveyed 
the views of the students to tlie 
Athletics Board. The students, by 
voicing their opinions through their 
representatives, must continue to 
take an active part in the adminis- 
tration of Athletics at the Univer- 
sity. 

In presenting this platform to 
you, 1 have selected as its basis 
those points which, it seems to me, 
require special attention during the 
coming year. 

1. Intramnral Sports. The light- 
ing system on the Lower Campus 
should be improved and the Upper 
playing field should be made avail- 
able for Interfaculty Sports. Soft- 
ball diamonds should be .laid out 
and a more complete schedule 
drawn up. 

2. The Excursion to Toronto this 
year was promoted by the Students' 
Athletics Council and I feel that 
in the future cheap rates should be 
obtained on the railroads in order 
that as many students as possible 
could go to Toronto and Kingston 
for the Rugby Games. 

3. Winter Sports. Particular at- 
tention must again be paid to 'Win- 
ter Sports and more money must 
be diverted toward those activities 
in which practically all members 
of the Student Body can take part. 
A step in that direction was the 
holding of the Interfaculty Sk 
Meet this year. It is only through 
meet^.of th,is type that ihe average 
skier call obtain experience. If at all 
possible, a ski chalet should be 
maintained up North.. A skiing in- 
structor would be.â welcome addi- 
tlon to our coaching staff. 

4. Junior and Intermediate 
Teams. More and more emphasis 
must be placed on the support and 
encouragement of thesp competitors. 
They have been sadly neglected in 
the . past. ^ 

Thus briefly you have an outline 
of a few of the problems that con- 
front the Students' Athletics Coun 
cil and Athletics Board. Should you 
see fit to elect me a representative 
to the Athletics Board I will en 
deavor to see that these problems 
are solved in the best interests of 
the Student Body. '

Manley Hudson of Harvard 
Lectures on World Court 

Is Trustee of The World Peace Foundation and One 
of the Vice-Presidents of the American Society 
of International Law 



KJEXT week Professor Manley O. 
* Hudson, Bemis Professor of In- 
ternational Law at the Harvard Law 
School, will give a lecture on "The 
Workinç of the World Court" The 
lecture is to be held in Moyse Hall 
on Friday, March 11th, at 11 a.m. 

A distinguished American, Profes- 
sor Hudson was born in 1886 in 
Missouri. He left his birthplace, 
St.. Peters, to attend tiie William 
Jewell College. Graduating from 
this imiversity in the year 1906, 
Professor Hudson did several years 
years' post-graduate work at Har- 
vard University. 

In 1923 hé was appointed to the 
position of Bemis Professor of In- 
ternational Law at Harvard. Be- 
fore his appointment at Harvard, 
however. Professor Hudson held 
many noteworthy positions. He was 
present at and a member of the 
Paris Peace Conference which took 
place in 1919. Following this he 
was a member of the Legal Section 
Secretariat of the League of Na- 
tions during the years 1919-21. Pro- 
fessor Hudson continued this mem- 
bership in the Legal Section Secre- 
tariat throughout the summers of 



the years 1922-29. In. 1920 he was 
a special assistant at the American 
Embassy in' Paris, where he pi^t in 
much time and effort. 

Today Professor Hudson holds 
many important positions. Among 
other things, he is a trustee of the 
World Peace Foundation and also 
one of the Vice-Présidents .of the 
American Society of International 
Law, a noteworthy executive posi- 
tion. Moreover, since 1936 Professor 
Hudson has been a member of the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice at The Hague, in the Nether- 
lands. 

Professor Hudson is known to le- 
gal students, where ,. as' the 
author of numerous discussions on 
international questions. Students 
studying law at McGill are prob- 
ably already acquainted with Pro- 
fessor Hudson's books on the var- 
ious viewpoints on the subject 'of 
international politics. He is also thé 
author of many pamphlets. McGill 
students will find him an exceed- 
ingly interesting speaker, and they 
as well as the staff are cordially in- 
vited to attend the lecture this com- 
ing Friday.

Air Political Views 
on Radio

Such was the introduction which 
opened the. 15 minute "bull session" 
between Ted Piper of McGill and 
Roland Guy of the University of 
Montreal; carried over the CBC net- 
works at 11.15 last night. Covering 
such varied matters as constitution- 
al issues, social legislation, rights of 
minorities, and the Padlock Law, 
the discussion represents two op- 
posing views. 

Piper maintained the need of 
changes in the B.NA. Act so as "to 
give the Dominion Parliament con- 
trol over such matters as minimum 
wages and unemployment insur- 
ance." But M. Guy zealously de- 
fended the rights of each province 
"to determine what is in its own 
best interests." And he upheld the 
will of the majority as expressed in 
the legislation passed by the people 
voted Into power. The Padlock Law 
was essential because "it protects, the 
ideals of the French-Canadians." 
Piper gallantly upheld the Anglo- 
Saxon traditions and stated that if 
French-Canadian ideals are "strong 
they surely could stand without 
such protection." And so, with each 
pàrty refusing to compromise they 
"agreed to disagree." But a hope 
was expressed that through closer 
study of their mutual qualities, per- 
haps through exchange scholarships, 
each ,would try to correct their own 
faults.

Outlines Operation of Newly 
Formed Air Line and 
Future Plans 



IpHE airplanes of Canada last year 
' carried four times as much 
freight as the air lines of the 
United States, declared Philip" John- 
son, vice-president in charge of 
operations of the Trans-Canada Air 
Lines, speaking at the final meet- 
ing of the Commercial Society ycH- 
terday. "On Canada's 'bus lines' 
pilots will transport anything that 
can be squeezed into a plane, up to 
and including a pair of oxen." 

Describing the newly formed 
Trans-Canada Air Lines, Mr. John- 
son said that 15 planes will be re- 
quired to carry out daily flights 
from coast to coast. When these 
flights are inaugurated it will 'be 
possible to mail a letterjJ nttM g^- 
real after business hours *~ana*liîive 
it delivered in 'Vancouver by two 
o'clock the following day. The 
trip acroiss Canada will then take 
17 hours instead of the 86 that it 
does today.

Civic Corruption Discussed 



|.^IS ^Majesty's Government in ■, 

the annual Varsity-McGiH 
Mock Parliament held last night 
in the Union Ballroom was de- 
feated in upholding the resolu- 
tion, "That this House would 
rather live in Toronto than in' 
Montreal." David Proctor, 
student at Victoria College, Univer- 
sity of Toronto, acted as Prime 
Minister with Peter Charlton, Com- 
merce student, as member of His 
Majesty's Government, Morton;; j 
Godine, president-elect of the.i'.^-vj 
Debating Union, was Leader otTJis^^:/^M 
Majesty's Loyal Opposition, wit^j'Év '3 
Albert Shaberman, Hart House '1 
man, supporting him. 

In introducing the question for,^ j 
the Government, the Prime Min|fvj, 
ister believed that the use of two.'îi 
languages is a great handicap to- 
a city such as Montreal, and that 
a city grows culturally when one ; 
language group is large ehough 'to ; 
support theatres, symphony orches- 
tras, libraries, and museums.' "Tor- , ' 
onto's distinct quality," he said, "is 
that it is only the largest small 
town in North America; it has the 
naive curiosity of a growing' boy,- 
as was seen when a whole session^ 
of the civic legislature was spent^j, 
in giving a name to a ferry-bpat.^v?vw.i 
Montreal, on the other hand, is the 
hard-boiled, apathetic prototype of 
American city. It refuses to get ex- 
cited even when its civic govern- 
ment is corrupt." 

PADLOCK LAW DISCUSSED. 
Morton Godine, leader of the Op- 
position, began his remarks by say- 
ing that the resolution before the 
house was unfair, since to live in 
either city was only choosing the. 
lesser of two evils. Turning his at- 
tention to the Padlock Law, ho 
found that it is not a provincial but.

i^.at any smokfer or reunion. But the fact 
remains that about fifty per cent, of the 
; magazines on the stands arè unfit for pub- 
j jivlication. Is there any feasible reason for 
^^plaqing in prinfi at the disposal of youth 
-...^and adult alike some of the most-deplor- 
" ^t;iBle but ever present aspects of life? The 
fieiducational problem is bad enough. without 
I^^O'Jmtating it further. Instead of advertis 
01 iog and distributing educational and infor 
'' mative periodicals among the youth and 
• '^ll^^idiilt populations we allow thèse indecent 

■ magazines to occupy a largè portion of the 
mârket. 

It is useless to deplore the lack of 
education which permits this circulation. 
That argument may bè quite correct but

■ and something should be done to r^edy 
the immediate periodical situation. These 
definitely indecent magazines should not 

ipèrmitted to hidè further undèr the pro 

■ téction of the freedom of the press. This 
privilege is definitely being abused in this

lation or the formation of a non-political 
board of religious leaderis possible in order 
to clean up thé newsprint world and at thé 
same time preserve the free status of thé 
proper press.

RIA OINSTÊR AND THE ART OF THE UED. 

Which of the five widely varied sections in 
.Ria Ginster's song recital of Wednesday evening 
was the best It would be difficult to say; from 
beginning to end and the same transcendent 
understanding ahd vocalism prevailed. The 
recital, was the last of the season's "Wednesday 
Nliie O'dOÈks" and brought the series to an 
imprèssive close. 

An unusual feàture of the occasion was the 
presentation of a group of A^ozàrt Uèder, ex- 
amples of which are so rare on the programs 
of singers of even Mmei Ginst^r's reereative 
skill. Althou gh ^a toz art was, with Bèethoven, 
a great forerunner- of the German 'li*d' which 
was to begin with Schubert, it seems doubtful 
if any great part of his fame would obtain from 
his art songs. His energies in vocal creation 
were too closely bound up with,opèraUc com- 
position. Certainly "Das Vellclîén" which Mme. 
Glnstér sang so beautifully must have been 
familiar to most of those present, however. All 
the songs In this group are so simply and 
artikUeàlly concèived that they contrive to 
speak for themsélVCs, particularly the dusky 
"Abtndempfindiin^" and less interesthig "An 
Chloe", in which Mme. Glnster's delivery was 
of 'the greatest conceivable subtlety. 

In a group of Hugo Wolf songs there were 
sevéral exquisite but seldom heard items, such 
widely varlfed ëxamplès as "Der Khabe and das 
Emmelin," "Morgentau," and best of all, the 
intensely dramatic "Anacreon's Grab." The 
piano here provides what must be more than 
an accompaniment to the poem— the effect 
which it achieves is almost contrapuntal In 
charaètèr. Mnie. Ginster's pianist, Fritz Kit- 
zinger brought out the best in these remarkable 
compositions. 

More evanescent and intangible were the 
French songs that followed, yet no less suited 
to the singer's astonishingly versatile style. Thé 
best of the four were Duparc's "La Vie An- 
térieure," and a "Pastoralé" of Bizet. The 
songs of Hans Pfitzner, a modem composer are 
not often 'heard today. Mme. Ginster Included 
three of these works in her last group — thèy 
all, especially " "Ich hor' éln Voglein locken". 
proved diverting in the extreme. Here, too, 
the piano plays almost as preponderant a role 
as in the Wolf masterpieces, and again Mr. 
Kitzinfeer lent excellent support.. "Geheimnis" 
and "Befreit", while not Strauss' best known 
works are characteristically marked by their 
beauty and picturesque accbmpaniinents. One 
càh sçy only that they were Ideally sung. 

It ■ is ràre, that Montreal audiences are 
privilègéd to hear a singer of the astonishing 
dramatic and interpretive gifts which Mme. 
Ria Ginster possesses. Her voice in itself is a 
wonderful instrument on all levèls of Its rangé, 
but more than that, the fléxibility and artless- 
nèss af its employment must be almost without 
comparison among the singers of this gener- 
ation. Thé concert provided a beautiful and 
sitiifyihg .experience. R.A.M. and R.D,R. 
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M.R.T, presents 
"THE AMAZING DOCTOR CLITTERHOUSE," 
"Here's to the life of crime,— and rtse^rchl" 
is thé ihèôry which the M.R.T. are proposing 
in their presentation this wèék ât Victorià Hall. 
It is in entertaining play, tense and exciting, 
and quite different fare from the more recent 
offerings of this group. 

The story deals with the experiences of a 
prominent London physician, who for the pur 
poses of médical research, decides to study the 
psychological effects of crime. To perform his 
èxpivimimts, he first committed a series of 
crimes himself . Advancing further in the work, 
he becomés leader of a gang of burglars, under 
takes big jobs, and gives away thé money 
anonymously, ite is aided in understanding 
the customs and habits of the underworld by 
his close relationship with Chief Inspector 
Charles of Scotland Yard. The authorities arè 
perplexèd' ànd the robberies continué. Dr. 
Clitterhousé has becbmé dbsesséd with the idéà 
of completing his book and in his zëal, the end 
justifies the means. He becomes even more 
involved, is blackmailed ahd driven to that 
major crimè, murder. A small clue bètrays 
Win. He is taken by the authorities. Is he 
mad? Thé audience is left in suspense. It is a 
well-constructed play and the action is sur- 
prisingly simple. Even if the acting in this 
presentation were not so consistently good; the 
play would probably be a success.- It contains 
the elements which please the spectators- 
clever bits of character study, action, comedy 
and excitement. 

Dr. Clitterhousé was very capably portrayed 
by Burt Hall. He Save àLvèry finished pér: 
formance in thé pfirt which carried M interest 
of the play. On one or two occasions his voice 
bécame slightly monotonous. It was probably 
the fault of thé play. .The spééd which hè 
niaintaihed tfi'roUthout his lines, not only set 
thfe pàoë for the rést ôf.thé èàst, but contributed; 
an éddéà touch to thé chàràctér hé was ilaying.' 

The nurse, Ann, was played by Dôreen 
Lewis. Fulfilling the requirements of the 
character in the play, she took herself rather 
seriously, but as one playing a part she showèd 
thé same tendency. Thé effect wak occasionally 
inelodrainâtlc, but fairly true to life. 

Dàièy, "the girl involved in the question." 
was done admirably by Violet Broàdhurst. In 
ol-dlnary little. black patent leather shoes àhd à 
tight skirt, she lounged' over the bar, flirted 
with the inaa <ai iumd^ and put on airs if the 




idea appealed to her. She was exceptionally 
good. Placing the part of a gangster, Tom 
Barnes, found rather incompatible with his own 
personality. "Tug" Wilson resulted In an ill 
at-ease floundering creature, who seemed to 
recall the mannerisms he had assumed in pre 
tending to be a tough robber as a child. He 
had a wonderfully blustery surface. 

Other commendable parts were contributed 
by Ruxton Byatt as Sir Wll l^tGr ant. John 
Ready as Benny KellermanV^arS^' priceless 
little 'thumb-nail sketch, of the scapegoat 
"Badgér.",,JIg^M -done by Hal Grindon— an 
unintelligen?'^a«aulous individual, a cog in 
somebody elses machine. 

The play showed very capable direction, 
with stréss laid on detail and team-work. The 
settings were adequate, but not original, nor 
quite up to the usual standard of the M.R.T. 
productions. 

It Is really a thoroughly enjoyable play, 
intènsé ànd holding, with a good conclusion and 
not too grim and serious. The presentation 
continues every night this week. — H.JJt

lAMES JOYCE is 
** would call a "sophisticad" 



Walter Winchell 
. He is an Irish- 
man, and when the Irish are hard-boiled you 
can't beat thém. Few know ihore intimately 
tJian he the sordid side-of life in a great city- 
its sights, and sounds, and smells, particularly 
its smells. He has the gift of the gab as well; 
he knows all aboiit argot, slang, and cant, and 
so he éxprésses all his vulgar knowledge in a 
richly varied colloquial vocabulary, borrowed 
equally from barmaids, schoolboys, and literary 
men, from tap-room catches, street-songs, and 
the classics of Greece and Rome. All this Is 
jumbled up in a curious hodge-podge of grim 
realism and obscene nightmare, and then served 
to the reader as "modn" literature. -Joyce is, 
in short, the complete' sophisticate. 

He was not always so. Bom in Dublin in 
1882, educated at Catholic colleges, and at the 
Royal University in Dublin, he was in youth a 
very sensitive soul, against whom life grated, 
harshly. Small wonder, then, that he was 
caught up by the enthusiasm of the Irish Liter- 
ary Revival which was at its height during his 
student days. He took a great interest in mys- 
ticism, in Irish fairy and folk-lore, in the philos- 
ophy ol the- Catholic Church, and in the 
mysteries of history. . 

His first book, Dubliners, a sériés of short 
stories, is written in a grimly realistic vein. It 
shows the Impressions of life received by a 
dreamy boy, on whom it grated like a saw on 
• violin string. Here, too, we find traces of 
thé religious conflict' which fills his spiritual 
autobiography. The Portrait of the Artist aa a 
Young Man. 

Despite all his seemingly hard-boiled atti- 
tude, then, there is a tearfully sentimental strain 
in Joyce, a lentimentality which borders on 
self-pity. A great, maiiy. modem writers, such 
as D. H. Lawrence, Sherwood, Anderson, and 
Theodore Dreiser, suffer from the same malady, 
They feel ground down by civilization until 
they can bear it no longer. Hence their fre 
quént outbursts of sheer hysteria. 

Alter graduation, Joyce went to live on the 
Continent, in Rome, Zurich, Trieste, and Paris 
(where he now is), and there he became more 
fully acquaihted with .the theories of the 
Austrian psycho-analysts. He saw that a new 
field had opéned for literary exploration. In 
the hands of such virtuosi as Flaubert and 
Henry James the novel had been brought to its 
highest point of perfection in the old ways. Jt 
needed revivifying. ' 

Therefore Joyce attempted, first In The 
Portrait ol (he Artist and later in Ulysses, to 
portray character, not by older psychological 
methods, but by means of what the pragmatist 
William James called the '-'stream of conscious- 
ness" technique. .This method purports to re 
veal the wbcbnscious thought of a character. 
Now in the subconscious Time does not exist. 
Events that ha^ipénéd years ago arè the same to 
it as events happening now. Impressions and 
ideas are hopelessly confused. Straight "story" 
—that is, events in chronological order— is no 
longer an adequate medium of expression 
Writers have had to break with old forms in 
order to express their ideas. Since it is diffi- 
cult for thé reader to adapt himself to these 
new; forms, little devipes have had to be in- 
vented to teU the reader what the .book is all 
about anyway. Vhfghiia WooU, for example, 
encloses in brackets a few sentences which sum 
up the plot of one of her novels, and devotes 
the rest of the book to the thoughts of the people 
enacting this simple plot Joyce, In Ulysses, 
parallels Homer's famous classic in its structure 
in order to give a certain coherency to his 
work. 

He has also, by selection ahd arrangement 
of a huge mzés of matter supposed , to be the 
thoughts of his characters, tried to evoke In 
our minds a comjilete picture ol his character, 
whether that character be a scholar like 
Stephen Dedalus or a decidedly vulgar and 
lewd woman like Mrs. Bloom. The charge thai 
Joyce has deliberately revelled in sinut is ridi- 
culous. When it is remembered that the locale 
is Dublin, the season spring, and the main 
character* people of the lower classes, the 
'^R; ?o?^vn»"ch of the "obscenity" becoines 
undéifstaiidéble.

LOCAL CLIMATE COMAIENDED. 

• The final speaker, Albert Shaber- 
man, began his speech by saying: "It 
is on the sole fact that I have lived 
in Toronto all my life that I base my 
remarks this evening. Last night 
we left a rainy, sleety city, to ar- 
rive this morning in the cold, clear 
climate of Montreal, and to spend 
a few hours in Douglas Hall, of 
which Toronto has no equal." In 
the remainder of his address, ho 
showed that Fascism, led by Adrien 
-Arcand In Quebec and by John Ross 
Taylor in Ontario, is becoming rifer 
and rifer day by day. "Ridicule," 
he pointed out, "is no way to curb 
this menace ... it did no good in 
Ita)y and Germany, where both 
Mussolini and Hitler were at first 
mocked, but -in a few short years 
were at the head of two great total- 
itarian states. I would have liked," 
he concluded, "to have been a stu- 
dent at McGill in order to do my 
share in stamping out these curses 
and maintaining my rights." 

Referring to the headline in yes- 
terday's Dally, "Rival Canada 
Metropolises to be Weighed," the 
speaker, Alfred Pick, explained 
that the Greek plural of the word
